NEW-FY OR K. 


Monpay, May 3, 1790. 
HE bill making compenfation to Col. 
John Ely, pafled the houfe. 

The bill for ifluing certificates to a certain 
defcription of invalid officers, was read the 
fecond time, aid ordered to be engrofled. 

The bill for adjufting and fatisfying the 
claims of Baron de Steuben, was read the fe- 
cond time, and referred to a committee of 
the whole honfe to morrow. 

Mr. Fitzfimcens from the committee ap- 
pointed for the purpofe, brought in a bill fot 
the regulation and government of feamen in 
the merchants fervice, which had a firit and 
fecond reading. re 

Tuespay, May 4. 
The bill for authorifing the ifluing of cer- 
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tificates to a certain defcription of invalid of- 
ficers, was read the third timeand pafled the 
houfe. 

A meflage was received from the Senate, 
refpecting the committee of correfpondence. 

Yhe order of the day being called for, the 
houfe went into 4 conimitcee of the whole on 
the megiorial of Baron deSteuben, after fome 
progrefs, rofe without coming toa decifion, 

Weonesvay, May 5s.

Anda memorial of Col, tr 
praying compenfation for tervices rendered 
during the late war, were feverally read and 
laid on the table. 

Mr. Stone from the committee appointed 
for the purpefe, reported the dratt of a bill 
fur funding the public debt of the United 
States. he faid bill was read a firft and {fe- 
cond time, and committed to a committee of 
the whole houfe to be taken up on Wednef- 
day next. 

The houwfe again refolved itfelf itfelf into 
a committee ou the bill for adjufting and fet- 
tling the claims of the Baron de Steuben. 
The committee havmg agreed tothe bill with- 
out amendment, rofe and reported the fame. 

Fripay, May 7. 

The houfe refolved itfelf into a commiittee 
of the whole, onthe bill for giving effect 
to the act therein mentioned, in refpect to the 
fiate of North-Carolina, and to amend the 
faid act. The committee having made ieve- 
ral amendments to the faid bill, rofe and re- 
portedthe fame. The houfe agreed to the 
fame, and ordered it to be reada third time 
on Monday next. . 

Mr. Bland madea motion for the houle to 
come to the following refolutions, to wit: 

“ Refolved, hat the Secretary at War 
be, and he is hereby directed to caufe accu- 
rate lilts to be forthwith publifhed- in the 
newlpapers of the ftates of Virginia and 
North-Carolina, of all the officers and fol- 
diers, who are entitled to receive certain ar- 
rears of pay, due tu the lines of the army of 
the faid ttates,for which money was granted 
and appropriated by Congre(fsat their Jatt fef- 
fion; and that the payment be made to the 
faid officers and foldiers, or where dead, to 
their teyal reprefentatives, under the fame 
regulations, as have been adopted for the 
payment of invalid pentioners, in purfuance 
of an act pafled at the lait feflion of Congreis, 
entitled, “*An act praviding for the payme iit 
of the invalid penfioners of the United 
States;?? and that no claim of any aflignee 
under any transfer or power to receive the 
lame, be admitted as valid, to entitle any 
perfon to receive any part of the faid arrears 
of pay due to the Officers or foldiers of the 
laid lines, except as aforefaid.” 

The faid motion was teferred to.a commit- 
tee confifting of Mr. Bland, Mr. Walliam- 
fon and Mr. Burke, ars 
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The houfe took into confideration the bill 
for finally liquidating and fatisfying the claims 
of Frederick Williain de Stueben. 

A motion was made to expunge the firft 
fection of the bill—this was agreed to. The 
firft feCtion being accordingly expunged, the 
following claufe wasinferted in the bill, viz. 

«« That iv order to make full and adequate 
compeniation to Frederick William de Stet- 
ben as well for the facrificesand eminent fer. 
vices made and renderedto the United States 
during the lace war, as for the commutation 
or half yearly pay, promifed by the refolu- 
tions o! Cougrefs, there be paid to the faid 
FY, W. de Steuben the fun of 7ooo dollars 
iy addition to the momes already received b 
hin: ; and allo an annuity of dollars dur- 
ing life, tocommence on che firit day of Ja- 
nuary lait, to be paidin quarterly paymeuts 
at the ‘Treafury of the United States, which 
feveral fums thall be considered in fall dif. 
charye of all claims and demands whatever of 
the faid F. W, de Steuben, againit the Unit. 
ed States.”? Adjourned til Monday.
